By rue appointment of Sir J. F. Stephen, Q.C., 
the bench will receive a member who will bring to 
theconduct of its business a powerful and vigorous mind. 
Nothing is more difficult than to forecast the character 
ofa judicial career, and this is peculiarly difficult where, 
a8 in this case, the newly appointed judge has been much 
more generally known by theoretical writings and literary 
‘ecomplishments than by advocacy at the bar. Tosome 
extent, indeed, the want of the usual test is here 
supplied by the opportunity which the public have had of 

ng Sir J. F, Stephen’s conduct of judicial business 
4% Commissioner of Asssize, and we may confidently 
expect that he will bring strong common sense to the 
discharge of his functions. His temptation, indeed, 
Probably will be to allow his view of what is just and 
Convenient to overrun the limits of strict law, and to 
forget that the uncertainty produced by the divergence 
ef individual views may be a worse evil than the 





hardship ofa fixed: rule. - It is quite possible, in a zeal 
for utility, to conceive a rule in such wide and elastic 
terms as to deprive the suitor or the subject of all the 
apparent benefit of defined law; and the simplification of 
legal rules, like the simplification of dress, may end in 
leaving nothing but a tig-leaf between the inclement 
storm of power and its defenceless victim. 





Tue cavsE-Lists of the Chancery Division for the Hilary 
Sittings show an apparent decrease in the number of 
causes now on the books; but this is in great part owing 
to the fact that the “standing over ” causes have ceased 
to be specified in the list as they were up to the last 
Michaelmas Sittings. The causes in the list of the 
Master of the Rolls number 90, of which 61 are witness 
causes; Vice-Chancellor Malins has 123, of which 26 are 
at present marked “with witnesses”; the list of Vice- 
Chancellor Bacon contains 35 causes, that of Vice- 
Chancellor Hall 89, and that of Mr. Justice Fry 41, 
making in all.378: In Michaelmas, 1878, the list (which, 
for the first time, did not specify “standing over” 
causes) showed’414, or 33 more than the list of the pre- 
sent sittings. In Hilary, 1878, the total number of 
causes on tie list was 528, of which 76 were specified as 
“ standing over," which would reduce that list to 452. 
It follows, therefore, that in the list of Hilary, 1879, 
there are 33 causes fewer than in Michaelmas, 1878, and 
74 fewer than in the-list for this time last year. 

The appeal list also, although very large, shows @ 
slight decrease on the Michaelmas list. From the 
Chancery Division there are 77 appeals from decrees and 
14 from interlocutory orders; there are 19 from the 
Queen’s Bench. Division, 21 from the Common Pleas 
Division, 36 from the Exchequer Division, 6 from in- 
terlocutory orders, 5 from the Probate, Divorce, and 
Admiralty Division, and 30 Bankruptcy appeals ; making 
in all 208 appeals. In Michaelmas, 1878, there were 
237 appeals, or 29 more than at present, but in Hilary, 
1878, there were only 161, or 47 less. 


WE HAVE HEARD SOME coMPLAINTs that claims have 
been made for inhabited house duty in respect of 
chambers occupied solely for professional purposes, and 
as the Act exempting such chambers, and offices occupied 
in the same manner, may have escaped the recollection of 
some of our readers, it may be as well briefly to refer to 
it. The Act is of last session, 41 Vict. c. 15, and the 
13th section is the one applicable. The first sub-section 
provides for the case of a house being one property and 
divided into and let in different tenements. If any of 
these are occupied solely for the purpose of any trade or 
business, or any profession or calling by which the 
occupier seeks a livelihood or profit, or are unoccupied 
the person chargeable as occupier of the house can give 
notice in writing, at any time during the year of assess- 
ment, to the surveyor of taxes, stating the facts, and the 
commissioners are, upon proof of the facts, to grant 
relief by confining the assessment to the duty on the 
value of the other parts of the house. The second sub- 
section provides that every house or tenement which is 
occupied solely for the purposes of any trade or business, 
or of any profession or calling by which the occupier 
seeks a livelihood or profit, shall be exempted from the 
duty by the psd rd upon proof of the facts to 
their satisfaction; and this exemption is to take 
effect, although a servant or other person dwell in 
such house or tenement for the protection thereof, 
It will be observed that under sub-section 1 it is provided 
that, in order to obtain exemption, the occupier of offices 
in a building the whole of which is not used for offices 
must give notice to.the surveyor, but sub-section 2 is 
silent as to any euch notice, and it would seem that, under 
this latter provision, on a refusal to pay it istheduty of the 
surveyor, if there is any reasonable doubtin his mind as to 
the facts, to bring the person refusing before the commis- 
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sioners. If this sub-section, as some of the surveyors 
seem to think, exempts only on notice, it will become a 
great burden, and ought to be. amended. It is quite 
clear that total exemption stands on a very different 
footing from the claim for relief under sub-section 1, 
and it would be unreasonable that every one of the large 
class of professional and mercantile men whom the pro- 
vision of sub-section 2 affects should be bound to send 
in a notice of exemption every year, on pain of having 
to pay the duty. The Act does not say that this must 
bs dcne, and we apprehend that the provision was ad- 
visedly omitted, and that it will be sufficient, in cases 
under sub-section 2, on payment being demanded to 
claim the exemption given by the statute. 





THE NEw ORDERS under the Settled Estates Act 1877, 
the approaching issue of which we announced 
some weeks ago, have at length ap and 
came into operation on the 7th inst. It will be 
emembered that section 42 of the Act requires 
general rules and orders to be made for carrying into 
effect the fpurposes of the Act, and regulating the 
times and form and mode of procedure, and generally 
the practice of the courts in respect of the matters to 
which the Act relates, and for regulating the fees and 
allowances to officers and solicitors of the court. The 
new rules made under this provision involve several 
changes in the former practice under the Consolidated 
Orders. The rules will be found printed in full in 
another part of this week’s issue, but we may shortly 
notice a few of the alterations effected by them. 

The first change to be noticed is introduced by rule 
2, which renders unnecessary a full description of the 
property in question in the title of the petition. It is 


now sufficient to mention in the title the parish or place 
and county in which the lands proposed to be dealt with 


are situated. The petition is, however, to contain in 
the body or schedule, or by plan annexed, a detailed 
description. 

Rule 4 obviates the necessity for special application 
to the court for directions as to the manner of service of 
the notice required by section 26 of the Act to be 
given to persons whose concurrence in, or consent 
to, the application has not been obtained. The 
section provides that this notice shall be given in 
such manner as the court to which the application is 
made shall direct. The new rule provides general 
directions as to the manner of service in most cases 
where the person to be served is within the jurisdiction. 

Rule 5 relates to section 49 of the Act, which enables 
guardians to act on behalf of infants, and, coupled 
with the following rules, seems to affirm the power 
of the court to appoint a guardian of the infant 
for the purposes of the Act in all cases. It will 
be remembered that in Re Marquis of Salisbury’s Estate 
(24 W. R. 380) the Court of Appeal held (reversing the 
decision of Jessel, M.R.) that under the Places of Wor- 
ship Sites Act, 1873, which enables guardians to concur 
in the conveyance of lands of infants, the father of the 
infant was the guardian of the infant under the Act, 
and the person to concur; and the court seemed 
to think that it had no power in such a case to appoint 
@ guardian. We presume that the new rules must be 
taken as indicating that, notwithstanding this decision, 
the court will (as under the former Act) appoint a 
guardian for the purposes of the Act, although the father 
of the infant, having no adverse interest, is living, and 
although there is a testamentary guardian (see Morgan's 
Chancery Acts and Orders, p. 232), 

Under section 49 of the Act, in the case of a lunatic 
tenant in tail, no application to the court, or consent to, 
or notification respecting, any application, may be made 
or given by any committee without the special direction 
of the court, and as the authority of the jurisdiction in 
lunacy must also be obtained, two applications to the 
conrt are necessary to obtain the requisite direction.

Rule 11 provides that the authority of the judges ip. 
trusted with the care of lunatics shall (unless the court. 
shall, for special reasons, require further evidence) bg 
sufficient evidence upon which the court may diregt 
the committee to act. 

Rule 14 introduces a very useful change. Unde 
section 51 of the Act a married woman who makes op 
consents to an application is to be examined “ either 
the court or by some solicitor duly appointed by the 
court for that purpose.” The new rule provides thats 
solicitor who is a perpetual commissioner may he 
appointed for this purpose by the judge at chamber, 
in the form given in the appendix, without summons 
or order, upon the request of the petitioner, and a certj. 
ficate of the solicitor of the petitioner that the person to. 
be appointed is not solicitor for the petitioner or for ap 
party whose concurrence in or consent to the application 
is required. 

Rule 29 provides, in effect, that the present fees ang 
allowances to solicitors under order 6 of the Additional 
Rules of Court (12th of August, 1875), under the Judi- 
cature Act, 1875, shall apply to all proceedings under the 
Settled Estates Act, 1877, except that for a request and 
certificate under rule 14, referred to above, and 
for attendances at the judge’s.chambers to procure 
the appointment of an examiner thereon, a fee of 13s, 4d, 
on the Jower scale, and £1 1s. in other cases, is 
allowed. A similar provision is made by rule 30 as to. 
the fees to be taken by the officers of the court in respect 
to proceedings under the Settled Estates Act, the stamp. 
for a request under the 14th rule being fixed at 25, 
where the lower scale applies, and 3s. in other cases, 








At the quarter sessions for the borough of Brighton, om 
Tuesday, Mr. Maclauchlan Robert Ernest Brandreth, solicitor, 
surrendered to his bail to answer the charge of obtaining by 
false pretences the sum of £6 14s. 4d., the money of Clars 
Schwabe, at Brighton, on April 25, 1877, a second count in 
the indictment charging him with attempting to obtain by. 
fraud a further sum of £4 10s. 10d. Mr. Philip Chasemors 
Gates, Q.C., presided as deputy-recorder, and the court was 
densely crowded, the proceedings creating a considerable 
amount of interest in the town. The facts of the case were 
stated in the report of the former hearing, ante, p. 146. The 
prisoner addressed the court at length, denying that bis 
offence was anything more than negligence. Lady Cardross 
was called by the prisoner to give evidence as to his 
character, and a letter from the lord-lieutenant of the 
county, who was too unwell to attend, was put in. The 
deputy-recorder having summed up, the jury returned s 
verdict of guilty. The prosecution recommended the defend- 
ant to the merciful consideration of the court. He was sen- 
tenced to six months’ hard labour. 


The following tribute to the extraordinary merits of the 
legal profession is taken from aspeech made by the Hon. Henry 
Edgerton, in the Constitutional Convention of California, oa 
the 22nd of November :—* It was the skill and wisdom of 
lawyers that laid the foundation and reared the supet- 
structure of that benign Government under which we sit 
in this hall. It was an immortal company of lawyers 
whore statesmanship, supported by the deathless valour of 
its heroic armies, kept that Government firm on ite fc 
ations in the most tremendous shock of war the universe 
has ever felt. It was a lawyer who, at the call of his 
country in the hoor of its direst peril, left the walks of 
his profession and became the greatest orgauizer of wat 
the world has ever seen. Bat, sir, I need not stand here 
and call the roll of its heroes, In the Senate, upon the 
bench, at the bar, in the camp, in the stricken line of 
battle, always aud everywhere, when civilization 4 
rights of mankind have been assailed, that profession bas 
been in the vanguard of ite defenders. The bones of ite 
martyrs are at the base of every great monument whieh 
marke the progress of the race, and there is not & 
security, nor @ constitutional guaranty of liberty or labour 
that is not illustrated by their genius, or consecrated 
cemented by their blood,” 
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LENDER OR DORMANT PARTNER? 


Ws do not know whether the commercial catastrophes 

of recent years have rendered business men more cautious 

in undertaking the responsibilities of partnership, or 
qhether the class of investors who once placed money 
in the shares of companies are now on the look out for 
afresh field of lucrative investment, but there seems to 
bea strong disposition at present to take advantage of 
Bovill’s Act (28 & 29 Vict. c. 80). Judging from our 
own limited experience, the mercantile world would 
seem to regard the Act as the provision of a beneficient 

islature for enabling them to get all or most of the 
advantages of a dormant partner without any liability 
beyond the possible loss of the sum advanced. We need 
hardly say that this isa delusion, and as those of our 
readers who practise in the centres of business must 
frequently have to advise with reference to proposed 
investments of the kind we have referred to, it may be 
well to try to state what may and what may not be 
safely done under Bovill’s Act. 

First of all it is necessary to draw attention to the 
language of section 1 of the Act. It provides that “the 
advance of money by way of loan to a person engaged, 
or about to engage, in any trade or undertaking, upon a 
contract in writing with such person that the lender 
shall receive a rate of interest varying with the profits, 
or shall receive a share of the profits arising from 
carrying on such trade or undertaking, shall not, of 
itself, constitute the lender a partner with the person or 
persons carrying on such trade or undertaking, or 
render him responsible as such.” 

Now, the first thing to be observed about this pro- 
vision is that the contract for interest varying with 
profits or a share of the profits is not of itself to con- 
stitute the lender a partner. As regards the reservation 
of a rate of interest varying with the profits, this pro- 
vision afforded no fresh facilities to the lender. It was 
perfectly clear before the Act that lending money to a 
trader at a rate of interest varying with the profits of 
the trade did not by itself constitute the lender a partner 
with the trader. And as regards the reservation of a 
share of the profits, Com v. Hickman (8 H. L. C. 268) had 
settled, speaking broadly, that participation in the profits 
of a business, although prima facie evidence of partner- 
ship, was not conclusive evidence, the real test being, 
was the business carried on by the participator or by 
others on his behalf? The alteration effected by section 
1 of Bovill’s Act in the direction of increased facilities 
for loans to traders consisted therefore simply in making 
participation in profits (in cases where the requirements 
of the Act are complied with) no longer even priméa 
facie evidence of partnership. ‘The Act did not in the 
smallest degree interfere with or alter any other pre- 
existing test of partnership. Stipulations for right to 
control the business or the employment of the assets will 
make the lender now, as formerly, a dormant partner. 

The next thing to be noticed is that the section re- 
lates to “‘ the advance of money by way of loan”; and 
this has been held to mean that the money must not be 
advanced for the purposes of the business, but as a 
Personal loan to the trader (see the judgment of Jessel, 
MR, in Pooley v. Driver, 25 W. R. 164, and of James 
and Thesiger, L.JJ., in Le parte Delhasse, 26 W. R. 
341), The effect of this is that the insertion in an 
agreement under the Act of any provision intended to 
insure that the money advanced shall be employed as 
capital in the business and not squandered by the trader 
in personal expenses, and any provision contemplating 
the loss in the business of the money advanced, will be 
strong circumstances to show that the transaction was 
& partnership and not a loan. 

The provisions of section 5 of the Act must be 
observed, That section provides that ‘‘ in the event of 
any such trader as aforesaid being adjudged a bank- 
Tupt, or taking the benefit of any Act for the relief of 





insolvent debtors, or entering into an arrangement to | 


pay his creditors less than twenty shillings in the pound, 
or dying in insolvent circumstances, the lender of any 
such loan as aforesaid shall not be entitled to recover 
any portion of his principal, or of the profits or interest’ 
payable in respect of such loan, . . until the 
claims: of the other creditors of the said trader for 
valuable consideration in money or money’s worth have 
been satisfied.” In other words, the lender must make’ 
up his mind to lose his money altogether in case of the 
borrower’s insolvency. He cannot prove for his loan int 
competition with the other creditors of the trader, and 
the courts will rot allow this provision to be evaded by 
the expedient of a small advance under the Act with » 
disproportionate share of profits, and a large advance’ 
at the same time, or nearly at the same time, as am 
ordinary loan. In this case, it appears, ‘‘the court 
might be justified in saying that the whole must be 
taken together; and though, if the large advance was 
not made in writing, the statute would not apply, it might 
be held that the ordinary rule of partnership must 
apply ” (see the judgment of Mellish, L.J., in Ex parte 
Mills, L. R. 8 Ch. 576). 

But this section only says the lender shall not be en~ 
titled to recover his principal, &c. It does not preclude 
a mortgagee who has stipulated for a share of profits im 
lieu of interest, or a rate of interest varying with the’ 
profits, from obtaining payment of his debt by means of 
his mortgage in case of the borrower's insolvency, for 
the right of the mortgagee is not to recover the money, 
but to keep the estate till it is paid (Ex parte Sheil (25 
W. R. 420). 

So much for the Act and the construction placed upoms 
it. Now the question comes, What provisions can the 
lender under Bovill’s Act safely stipulate for in his 
agreement in writing ? The answer, we think, will be 
tolerably evident from what has already been said. The 
lender may make any provisions which are necessary to 
enable him to ascertain that he gets the share of the 
profits for which he has bargained. Thus he must 
necessarily obtain the right to have accounts furnished 
to him, and to inspect and take copies of the trader’s 
books. Probably, also, he might safely stipulate that 
the books of the trader shall be kept in a particular way, 
so as to facilitate or render more certain the process of 
ascertaining the amount of profits. It is possible that 
a provision limiting the drawings of the trader between 
each period of division of profits to so much per month 
might not be considered as indicating a partnership, 
because it is obviously to the interest of the lender, who 
has stipulated for a share of the profits, that such share 
should be intact at the period of division, and not have 
been previously drawn out by the trader. But it is 
diffic ult to say that any other rights can be reserved to 
the lender with safety.

NEGLIGENCE OF FELLOW SERVANT. 


Iw the case of Swainson v. North-Eastern Railway Com~ 
pany (26 W. R, 413, L. R. 3 Ex. D. 341), a nice 
question arose with regard to the application of the well- 
known doctrine that exempts a master from liability to’ 
a servant in respect of the negligence of a fellow servant.. 
The case of Priestley v. Fowler (3 M. & W. 1) is always 
referred to as the origin of this doctrine, and the expres- 
sions made use of in the judgment do, no doubt, lay it- 
down very clearly, but it is curious to observe that in. 
truth these expressions were merely obditer, for the negli- 
gence of a fellow servant did not in Priestley v. 

come in question at all. We have frequently discussed 
this doctrine and endeavoured to show on what principle 
its justice depends. It is generally put in the cases om 
the ground of implied contract, We have before 


expressed our dislike to the use of the term “ ‘ 
contract,” when there is really no contract at all. 

Justice Bramwell puts it thus in the judgment in the: 
caso which calls forth these observations, He says, “ Ie 
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is sometimes said that he contracts to take on himself the 
risks of his.service; but the proposition may.also be. stated 
as follows,  viz., that he has. not stipulated for.a right of 
action against his master if he sustains damage from the 
negligence of a fellow servant.” We have had some 
difficulty in exactly apprehending the Lord: Justice’s 
meaning, because, taken alone, his proposition does not 
seem to cover all the ground. Though the. servant has 
not.contracted for a right of adtion against his master, 
why should he not have an action otherwise than ex 
contractu? But we suppose the meaning must. be this. 
The relation between the master and servant is. not like 
that between the master and third persons not servants, 
which is not a contractual relation. The relation 
between the master and servant is a relation arising out 
of contract, and you must look in the contract for the 
terms concerning the service. We are not quite con- 
vinced of the soundness of this reasoning. We doubt 
whether the contractual relation really constitutes the 
sole relation between master and servant. Moreover, 
there are certain cases, admitted by the Lord Justice 
himself to be exemplifications of the doctrine, which will 
by no means easily range themselves under his formula, 
for instance, the cases of guests in a private house, who 
cannot recover against the master for injuries arising 
from the negligence of his servants, and of a volunteer, as 
in Degg v. Midland Raiiway Company (1 H. & N. 773). 
It is noticeable in the judgment in Priestley v. Fowler 
that Lord Abinger is not much troubled about giving any 
abstract legal form to the doctrine. He puts it as a 
matter of expediency. He says, ‘“‘If the master be 
liable to the servant, the principle of that liability will 
be found to carry us to an alarming extent. The foot- 
man who rides behind the carriage may have an action 
against the master for a defect in the carriage arising 
from the negligence of the coach maker, or for a defect 
in the harness arising from the negligence of the harness 
maker, or for drunkenness, neglect, or want of skill in the 
coachman, nor is there any reason why the principle, if 
applicable in this class of cases should not extend to 
many others. The master, for example, would be liable 
to the servant for the negligence of the chambermaid for 
putting him into a damp bed ; for the negligence of the 
cook in not properly cleaning the copper vessels used in 
the kitchen; of the butcher in supplying the family 
with meat injurious to health.” 

The genesis of the doctrine is, no doubt, in the 
palpable hardship and injustice of such a liability in 
general; but then it becomes necessary to express the 
doctrine in general terms with regard to.jts true foun- 
dation in principle and its proper limits. It does not 
seem to us that the legal expressions of the doctrine 
have been very successful. We believe the origin of the 
“<implied contract” view is one which is often, in our 
opinion, the origin of a similar doctrine in other cases. 
That which is a manifestly absurd or unendurable result, 
if it had occurred to the contracting parties, they would 
certainly have stipulated against. The law, therefore, 
will assume that they did impliediy stipulate against it. 
It is pretty clear that nothing is gained by this legal 
fiction, though it isa very natural mode of expressing 
what is meant, and is, in fact, an example of a tendency 
very common to human nature. When a consequence of

We have endeavoured in previous articles to devigg a 
formula. Our notion is that the question is properly 
treated as a branch of the general law of the li 
of the master for the acts of his servant. You 
satisfy your mind as to the foundation of the rule 
you can properly formularize the exception to it, Wa 
believe that the true foundation in justice of the general 
rule is, that if a person delegates the performance of ap 
act or series of acts for his own benefit to another, he 
must be responsible to strangers who have no interest ip 
the acts or series of acts being performed, and are no 
parties to the delegation. The true ground for exemption 
in the case of the negligence of the fellow servant is that 
the servant is a party to the delegation and interesteg 
in having the work done. The work is for the 
joint benefit of master and servant. The case of the 
guest or of the volunteer is easily brought within the 
doctrine we suggest, for in both cases the person injured, 
may be said to be a party to the delegation of the doing 
of the act in question. 

We admit, however, to feeling a difficulty with regard 
to the case of Swainson v. North-Eastern Railway 
Company. The facts were these :—At Leeds there were 
two railway stations, one belonging to the Great Norther 
Railway Company, the other to tke defendants. These 
abutted one upon another, and were approached by 
parallel lines of rails; the entrance and exit from the 
stations were governed by signals and points, worked by 
signalmen whose duty wascommon to both stations. §, 
was one of these signalmen; he was engaged and paid 
by the Great Northerr Railway Company, and wore 
their uniform, but his duty was to attend to the 
defendants’ trains as well as those of the Great Northern 
Railway Company. An engine of the defendants was 
upon the lines of the Great Northern Railway Company, 
aud §. signalled the driver to go on to the defendants’ 
lines; the driver obeyed, and having reversed the engine 
negligently ran over and killed S., who was then looking 
at a train coming in another direction. It was held by 
the Court of Appeal, reversing the decision of Pollock 
and Huddleston, BB., in the court below, that 8S. and 
the driver of the engine were not engaged in a common 
employment, and the defendants were liable to com- 
pensate the widow of S. for his death. Now, it must 
be observed that two points arise in this case. The 
deceased was not the servant of the same master as the 
engine-driver. Secondly, there is the question whether 
the employment was a common employment. The 
principle which we have endeavoured to establish of 
course does not apply if there is no common employ- 
ment. If my groom goes on an errand for me into my 
factory and is killed by the negligence of a hand em- 
ployed there, it is clear my groom was no party to the 
delegation of any act to the negligent party. He is 
really in the position of a stranger, not a fellow servant 
to such party. It is obvious the cases as to what con- 
stitutes a common employment must run rather fine. 
All three of the judges in the Court of Appeal thought 
that the shunting and signalling being over, and the 
defendants’ engine-driver on the defendants’ rails, the 
common employment had terminated. It was just as 
if the defendants’ engine had negligently run over 4 
stranger lawfully on the line of rails. If this be so of 
course the judgment is quite consistent with principle 
and with everything we have ventured to advance. The 
Court of Appeal, however, also based their judgment on 
the fact that the deceased and the engine-driver were 
not servants of the same master. We feel more difficulty 
as to this ground. We should have thought that, if by 
arrangement between the two companies the signalmen 
employed by one compazy are used for the purposes of 
both, the one company repaying to the other half of 





their wages, it is questionable whether practically it is 
not much the same as if they were employed by the two 
eompanies jointly. The difference seems to us rather un- 
substantial. The scope and object of the employment 
is the service of the two companies jointly, and, to use the 
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: legal formula, the risks which the servant 
may. be contemplated as undertaking are the risks 
incidental to the employment—viz,, those arising from

THE SETTLED ESTATES ACT, 1877. 


I, the Right Honourable Hugh Mac Calmont, Baron 
-Cgirns, Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, do hereby, 
in pursuance of the 42nd section of the Settled Estates Act, 
1877, appoint the Vice-Chancellor Sir Richard Malins, the 
Vice-Chancellor Sir James Bacon, The Vice-Chancellor Sir 
Charles Hall, and Mr. Justice Fry, to be the four judges of 
the Supreme Court of Judicature, by whom, together with 
the Lord Chancellor, the Lord Chief Justice of England, the 
Master of the Rolls, the Lord Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas, and the Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, rules and 
orders of court for carrying into effect the purposes of the 
said Act shall be made as therein mentioned. And this 
appointment is to continue in force until the 31st day of 
December, 1879.

‘ORDERS UNDER THE SETTLED ESTATES ACT, 1877. 


1, The words “ settlement,” ‘‘ settled estates,’ and “ the 
court” in these orders shall have the same interpretation as 
in the Act. 

The words “ the Act”’ in these orders shall mean the Settled 
Estates Act, 1877, ‘‘ the petition ” shall mean a petition under 
the Act, and “ the judge” shall mean the judge of the court 
with whose name the petition shall be marked, or to whom 
the petition shall be transferred. 

2. All petitions, notices, affidavits, and other proceedings 
under the Act shall be entitled ‘‘In the matter of the estates 
settled ” [by the settlor or settlors, naming one of them and 
referring to the instrument by which the settlement shall 
have been created, and mentioning the parish or place and 


‘county in which the lands, messuages, or tenements proposed 


to be dealt with are situate] ‘‘and in the matter of the 
Settled Estates Act, 1877,” and every such petition shall be 
marked with the words “In the High Court of Justice, 
‘Chancery Division,” and with the title of the judge before 
whom it is intended to be heard (see form No. 1 in the 
appendix hereto), Upon the presentation of the petition, a 


day shall be appointed for hearing not less (unless the judge 


gives special leave) than eight clear days after such presenta- 
tion, and in the, computation of such eight clear days, Sundays 
and other days on which the offices are closed shall not be 
reckoned; and every petition shall, in the body thereof, or 
ima schedule thereto, or by a plan thereto annexed, contain

LAW STUDENTS’ DEBATING SOCIETY. 


This society held its quarterly meeting on the 7th inst. 
at the Law Institution, Chancery-lane, Mr. C. P. Eady, 
LLD., in the chair. The treasurer laid before the meeting 
list of unpaid fines and subscriptions, and the secretary 
read a statement of the proceedings of the society during 
the past quarter. The remainder of the evening was taken 
up by the discussion of motions. Much interest was taken 
in a resolution bronght forward by Mr. MacColl in regard 
to the present system of granting “dispensing orders,” 
but on which no vote was taken owing to the want of time. 
The following was the report of the secretary for the past 
‘quarter, which commenced on the 29th of October last and 
terminated on the 17th of December:—The quarter com- 
prised eight meetings, at which three legal and four general 
subjects were discussed, and on the 10th of December a joint 
debate was held with the United Law Students’ Society at 
Clement’s-inn Hall. Thirteen new members had been 
-elected, two of whom allowed their election to become void 
under rule 4, one member had died, and four had resigned, 
leaving the number on the rolls of the society at 224. The 
average attendance at the meetings had been twenty-one, 
the highest number was twenty-eight, and the lowest 
seventeen, The average number of speakers was eight 
cand of votes thirteen. The average length of the debates 
was two hours fifteen minutes, On the first meeting in 
December a resolution was passed to admit members of 
‘Country Law Students’ Societies without the payment of the 
entrance fee on their elections. In regard to the above 
statistica the secretary called the attention of the society to 
the following factsa—namely, that in the number of new 
members elected there was a decrease of nine to the corres- 
ponding term last session, and taking into account the in- 
<reasing number of candidates at the preliminary examina- 
tion, it would seem that a slight, though general, effort on 


increase the numbers. The average of the attendance 
speakers, votes, and time, occupied by the debates remained 
nearly the same as stated in the report of last January. 
This showed the society to be maintaining its former position, 
yet by the advantages it possessed by holding the meeting 
at the Law Institution, affording every purpose required for 
the discussion of legal and general questions, +till further 
progress, both in the debates and in an increase in the 
number of members who take part at the meetings, should 
be looked forward to and tried for during the present quarter.

MR. GEORGE WILLIAM LEDGER. 


Mr. George William Ledger, solicitor, of Dover, died at 
Boulogne a few days ago.

I should be reluctant to offer an 
opinion as to how far he could be called upon to disclose 
to the persons dealing with his client the state of his 
client's affairs. But this much is clear, that if he knows 
that his client is a rogue, and that the transactions on which 
he is advising are dishonest, his plain duty is to declino to 
proceed with them. In your case there were circumstances 
that appeared to show bona fides. You proposed to.the 
prosecutor that he should have his own solicitor, and you 
supplied him with a draft of the partnership deed that he 
might be advised upon it, and you suggested the opening 
of a baaking account. I put these fucts strongly to the 
jary in your favour, but in the exercise of their discretion 
they nevertheless came to the conclusion that you conspired 
with Amey to aid him in his frauds. The verdict is theirs, 
and it is not my province to review it. I have but one 
duty—to pase such a sentence as the offence appears to me 
to require, Any further dealings with it must be left to the 
higher courts, but this I may say, that if the law were, as I 
hope ere long it will be, that a new trial may be granted is 
some cases, this is one in which I should certainly have 
desired it.
